After the timber had 
ceased falling he extricated himself and 
discovered two or three mangled bodies. 
He started at once for the city. The work 
of discovering and identification of the 
bodies commenced. 

The first discovered was that of John 
Baker’s, the firemar, who was killed where 
he was standing. The entire top. of his 
head was blown away, and could not be 


found. 

The body of W. Z. Wilson, one of the

And Russia’s Relations with Germany 
Will Become Friendly.

NEW YORK’'S GREAT RESERVOIR 
FULL OF WEALTH. 


A Peep Intothe Mile of Warehouses 
That Line the Water Frant of 
Brooklyn and How They Are 
Filled. 


LNew York Sun./ 

The most prominent object that 

attracts the attention of the passenger 
on the Fulton, Wall or South Ferry 
is the long line of warehouses that 
stretches along the water-front of 
Brooklyn. Back of these warehouses 
rises the bluff upon which thie leaders 
of Brooklyn society have built their 
residences, and to whith they have 
ges the name of Brooklyn Heights. 
n the mansions luxury reigns. In the 
storehouses commerce masses all that 
it can command to fill the lap of 


uxury. 

The piers extend out to the channel 
several hundred feet in front of the 
storehouses. These ure all brick and 
vary frem 300 to 508 feet in depth. 
avy stretch in a practically continu- 
ous line, broken only by the ferry slips, 
for five miles, beginning with the Em- 
pire stores. avove the great bridge, and 
extending beyond the Erie basin. 

The buildings are not absolutely fire- 
proof, but their walls are so thick that 
a fire cannot spread from one to the 
other. The ceilings are low and the 
ground floors are dark. Iron shutters 
are the rule. There are 7000 feet of 
them altogether. There is an appear- 
ance of great solidity about the build- 
ings. They were evidently bui!t to with- 
stand the assults of time, and to hold 
secure what is given them to keep. 
Not a particle of ornamentation is 
to be discerned from one end of the 
long line to the other. The object for 
which these buildings were erected 
is not display, but security. [ere are 
is awaiting 
its order. When thé sh _ of the mer- 
chants come in from foreign shores 
they unload their freight upon the 
— and it is rolled back into the 

eep recesses of the cavernous depths 
of these immense warehouses. If the 
merchant wants money, he iakes his 
warehouse receipts to his bank and 
puts them up as collateral. If he 
wishes to deliver or ship the gooas, his 
receipt commands their production on 
demand, and they come forth as the 
water spouts from the pipe when the 
faucet is turned, or the light answers 
to the touch of an electric button. 

Great archways let in the stout 
Percherons with huge drays, which cart 
away hogsheads and crates, bags and 
bundles, bales and boxes, in an almost 
endless procession. As these cafry 
away goods, gangs of ‘longshoremen 
roll on the piers other goods that have 
been hauled up out of the holds of sail- 
ing vessels and steamships. From the 
tops of the slender masts float the 
flags of nearly all nations, least of all 
in number being the stars and stripes. 
The red flags with the cross of St.George 
are most numerous. The tri-color is 

rom'nent, as is also the red, white and 

lack of Germany. Others are the 
black, yellow and red of Belgium; the 
red, with white cross, of nmark; 
the yellow, with red stripes, of Spain; 
the blue stripes, with yellow cross an 
cross in corner, of Sweden; the white, 
blue and red stripes of Russia: the yel- 
low, red and blue 3tripes, with seven 
white stars on the blue, of Venezuela: 
the red, with yellow cross, of Switzer- 
d, and most rare of all, the white 
and blue stripes, with white and blue 
cross, of Greece. The private flags of 
the owners display strange devices, 
some having tigers, lions, crosses, 
letters and the like. 

The piers present a busy scene. An 
army of custom-house inspectors and 
weighers in their white caps calmly 
aver oe scene of which they are in- 
disputably the monarchs. A glance at 
the labels on their caps enables one to 
easily distinguish them from the labor- 
ers. The latter are stalwart, with 
brawny arms, broad chests, bronzed 
faces and sturdy limbs. As they trun- 
die the boxes, bales and bags down the 
pier, they dump them in little os 
chalked out for different owners. Pools 
of molasses and a carpet of sugar 
grains waste enough sweetness on the 
air to tone up the flapjacks and coffee 
of the whole Sixth ward. 

The weighers’ assistants knock off 
the boxes from great chunk#of what 
looks like sawed-off elephants’ legs. It 
is crude rubber that has just arrived 
from South America, and has just 
scraped acquaintance with representa- 
tives of the same kind from Australia, 
Central America and Africa. The 
finest comes from Para, in 440-pound 


boxes. Waen cut inte, it looks like 


canned meat. 

As bags of coffee by the hundred are 
rolled down the piers from the ships, 
ether bi of pungent aroma slide 
down with a loud swish from the upper 
stories of the warehouses, through a 
loug, steeply-inclined chute of canvas. 
This is so strong and coarse, and the 
descent is so sharp, that a laborer who 
essays an easy passage finds himself in 
ma of a new seatto his trousers at.

The on igo ships from Calcutta 
and Manilla bring huge quantities of 
ute butts, bamboo, hemp and cutch- 
ike tar, used in breweries. The 
Mediterranean line brings fruits and 
skins, the Jamaica ships bananas, the 
Rio de Janeiro vessels coffee and rub- 
ber, cocoa and hides. Odors float about 
of tamarinds, cinnamon from the East 
Indies, cloves, allspice, vanilla beans, 
bananas, oranges, lemons, codfish, 
guano, figs, raisins, mace, tea, sugar 
and chocolate. flere is cochineal in 
ceroons made of skins, also indigo.

house. 


The boxes are 
piled in tiers that rise from the floor of 
the wharf to the top of the warehouse. 
The covers of the boxes have been re- 
moved and the boxes laid upon their 
sides.

Circles have been cut out from the 
wrapper, so that segments of the 
orarfwes and lemons contribute their 
bright colors to the great rainbow.

Champagne is piled up in great 
square piles of square boxes. Wine in 
casks and boxes, brandy in barrels, 
beer in tierces and barrels, are here in 
quantity.

immense wharf surface. One hundred 
and seventy-five thousand tons of 
sugar are stored in the warehouses. 
This is independent of the 20,000 tons 
that the Havemeyers usually have piled 
7 in their private storehouses. Tea

Half a million bags of coffee are usually 
the cargoes of the ships from Rio 
Janeiro quite often are transported to 
their destinations in different direc- 
tions without going into the ware- 
houses atall. Goods are stored some- 
times for a month, sometimes for a 
yveur. ‘ihe stock of cotton is very 
heavy when the crop comes in. 

These warenouses were established 
when the New York merchants stopped 
storing in the city. Years ago the clip- 
pers, fleet as the wind when upon the 
sea, rested at these piere, their fine 
lines attracting admiring visitors. The 
Lord of the Isles, after making her 
magnificent day’s record of 440 miles, 
nearly equaling first-class steamer time, 
brought many a cargo to the Atlantic 
stores. But nowadays the sailing ves- 
sels are the exceptions. ‘Tramp steam- 
ers that skirt the globe, taking ina 
cargo of furs in Siberia, selling them in 
North China, loading with teas in the 
Flowery Kingdom, bring their black 
sides up to the string pieces, and as 
chest after chest goes up out of the 
hold on the creaking tackle, reveal the 
deep red of the lower plates. 
Of regular lines of steamships there 
are the United States mail line to 
Brazil, Ward’s line to Cuba, Anchor 
line to Liverpool and the Mediter- 
ranean, Red *D” line to ayra 
Venezuela Curacoa, Maracaibo an 
Pernambuco, Booth & Cross Com pany s 
Red Cross line to Brazil, French line 
to Marseilles, Alexandre, Havana und 
Mexico, Lambert & Holt line to Rio 
Janeiro.

If they desirea delicate tid- 
bit asa relief from the salt horse or 
their long sea voyage, they stroll into 
the “Crumb,’’ where hash above sus- 
picion may be had for 8 cents a plate, 
fried liver is laid down at 10 cents, and

As they lunch they can 
watch the circlin flight Pin- 
ton’s pigeons, which grow fat off 


the grains of wheat dropped by 
the long arms of Dow’s elevators, 
where sprouts thrust their greedy lips 
into the holds of canal boats, and each 
gulp 8000 bushels a day, pouring it into 
the depths of waiting ships.

15,000 to 25,000 hogsheads of tobacco, 
which come from Virginia, North Car- 
olina, Kentucky, ennessee, New 
York, Illinois and Missouri.

TORIA’S REIGN. 


at The Part Played by Ruskin—Art 
Growth Matured to a Magnitude 


Difficult of Appreciation— Progress 
of Artistic Genius.

When John Ruskin was asked, some 
years ago, to go down to Bradford and 
~| deliver an address on the text of a new 
board of trade building, as we would 
say, hespoke, of course, with that over- 
wering, grotesque candor which has 
the most conspicuous and most 
constant trait of his mind. He said to 
the Yorkshire merchants, some of 
whom, perhaps, had deals on the board 
in Chicago: “You hear of ine, amon 
others, as a respectable architectur 
man-milliner, and you send for me that 
I may tell you the leading fashion— 
what is in our shops, for the moment, 
the newest and sweetest things in pin- 
nacles.”” He reminded them that in 
architecture nations and epochs ex- 
pressed their highest prevailing senti- 
ment. Your Greek worshiped wisdem, 
and built you the Parthenon. The 
Medieval worshiped consolation, and 
built you virgin temples also, but to 
Our Lady of Salvation. Then the Re- 
‘| vivalists worshiped beauty of a sort, 
and built you Versailles and the Vati- 
can.’”’ He asked: ‘*What do we wor- 
ship, and what do we build?” “We 
have a nominal religion,’”’ he ansWered, 
“to which we pay tithes of property 
and sevenths of time, but we have also 
a practical and earnest religion, to 
which we devote nine-tenths of our 
property and six-sevenths of our time.” 
he study of the development of art 
during the Victorian reign is ample 
confirmation of what —_ seem at first 
mere extravagance on Ruskin’s part. 
Ile told the Bradford folk that the god- 
dess of England was Britannia Ago- 
raia—Britannia of the Market, the god- 
dess of getting on. He might have 
pointed out to them that it was not the 
deity of wisdom as with the Greeks, 
nor of piety as with the Medievals, nor 
of beauty as with the Renaiscents, but 
the diety of market, the goddess of 
tting on that bad built up fine art in 
ingjand. Nothing is easier, nothing 
is more common, than to sneer at any 
supposed interest of trade in art. 
Nothing leads itself more plainly to 
jest than the dabbling of the specula- 
tors in grain or pork in matters 
esthetic. Yet it is a fact which neither 
raillery nor skepticism can push aside 
that it is to her merchants and manu- 
facturers that England is much in- 
debted for the marvelous, if compara- 
tively late, growth which she accom 


| ‘The story, therefore, of art in the 
Victorian region is >f interest, not only 
historically as regards that ‘country, 
but essentially for the light it casts 
upon our own opportunities and the 
grave hints it contains for our com- 
merce and industries. Out of the 
| resources no greater than our own, not 
so great in many localities, art growth 
has been matured of a magnitude dif- 
ficult of appreciation; whose intel- 
lectual and moral elements are pro- 
foudly interesting and influential; and 
whose service in the refinement of the 
national spirit, not through fine art 


exclusively, but throughout’ the 
endless category of subordi 
nate industries, it remains for 


the historian of another reign ade- 
quately to estimate. But let it be 
borne in mind that it was commerce 
and manufactures that made this 
growth possible. 

London is now rich in art societies, 
j which give annual exhibitions, and 
among whose members are many whose 
.| fame is coextensive with the world of 
taste. Fifty years ago only four of 
these societies existed, while such 
organizations were all but unknown 
outside the metropolis. It is not quite 
fifty years since the National Gallery 
was erected. Its nucleus was a private 
collections, and its walls gathered 
'noble works slowly. The nucleus of 
the‘’British Museum was also a private 
collection, and the present building 
was not completed until long | 
after the reigning sovereign ascends 
the throne. ~The South Kensington 
musetum Was opened just thirty years 
ago. All the galleries and museums of 
less note are of still more regent 
origin; while—so rapid has been the 
advance of the art spirit allied with 
commerce and manufactures—there is 
scarcely a town today in England of 
any note that has nota museum with 
a fair permanent collection and ex- 
hibitions at frequent intervals. Thera 
is not one of importance that has not 
schools of design practically free; there 
is not one that is failing to adorn itself 
with beautiful buildings, and there is 
not one whose men of wealth, if not 
lavishly contributed toward this ad- 
vance. The benefits are to be seen not 
merely in the improved morality of 
communities that not so long ago were 
semi-barbarian, not merely in the li- 
braries which always appear with the 
museums, but in improved products, 
textig and metallic, whose superi- 
ority the civilized world has been com- 
pelled to acknowledge. 
Fifty years ago the names of the lit- 
‘tle group of English painters of emi- 
nence included Sir Martin Shee, presi- 
dent of the academy; ‘Turner, Ruskin’s 
idol, was then 62 years old, and over 
no mental horizon was the dawn of his 
celebrity apparent. It required a 
genius to interpret him; perhaps an- 
other age will say there was more 
genius in the interpretation than 1n its 
subject.

Poetical Description of the Greatest 
Mountain) in=America. 
{Gath in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Between the at pines going up 

ou see the religious dome of Mt. 

hasta, its snows and frowns so mixed 
that one perceives it nearly with super- 
stition. 

Shasta is one of the finest mountains 
in America, a naked dome of rock, 
gravel and perpetual snow, made by a 
volcano, and having two side pieces or 
transepts, the whole mass standing up 
white and dun in crazy-quilt patches 
of triangles of snow and ovals of rocks, 
and slides of loam and grevel, above a 

rt of n pines, which are of 
sober green and seem the kirtle of a 
huge, muscular, naked man, wearing a 
clout of green as he kneels upon the 
plateau and surveys his brood of 
moundy peaks extending around him 
in an of a hundred miles. 

There is byt one Shasta, and he is a 
Sierra—one of the bold runge beyond 
the Rockies, overlooking the Orient 
West. “There is the East, there is 
Europe,”’ says the statue of Thomas 
Benton at St. Louis, pointing at the 
same time west. 

There is a feounty of California 
called Shasta, and a range of moun- 
tains between the Sacramento River, 
and the s2a is called the Shasta Range. 
Itis only a night’s ride or a sleep of 
340 miles between San Francisco and 
Mt. Shasta, and in this ride you rise 
nearly 3600 feet to Sisson, in Straw- 
berry Valley, from which Mt. Shasta’s 
peak is still 10,885 feet higher, or above 
the sea 14,440 feet. 

It is 10,000 feet higher than the Lick 
Observatory on Mt. Hamilton. 


This is the power of Mt. Shasta—that’ 


it rises so grandly above everything 
else—not like Pike’s or Gray’s Peak, 
one of a large family of mountains sit- 
ting around the white table-cloth of 
skies. Itseems the highest when you 
are at it, and looks to be inaccessible. 
The railroad keeps winding around its 
as a wheelbarrow is guided 
around a cathedral’s steeples. It is 
more than twice the height of Mt. 
Washington, and is seven-eights the 
height of Mt. Blanc. ° 
For 2000 feet the snow-slides dro 
down its sides, frequently turning red. 
Then for 4000 feet lower the inorganic 


.mass stands like a Vulean among his 


cinders. Next for 2000 feet encamp 
the firs, where once the lava licked the 
world. 

Yet it is only twelve miles from 
Sisson on the railroad to Shasta’s top, 
and women have ascended it, and pant 
and grumble in the deed iess than 
men. In four days there was carried 
up by white men and Indians a sopper 
monument weighing 3500 pounds, 
which can be seen 190 miles away. 
But no signal officer can live on 
Shasta’s top. Its pimples, 1500 feet 
high, are like the warts on Cromwell's

It really was a palpitating, 
cloud-like wild bird, failing for breath 
as it flew, and holding tip-toe to the 
peak, with its feet in ,snow-drifts, 
while its plumage blew outward and 
away. 

There is a butte or mountain hump 
near Shasta, 6.500 feet high, but the 
snows, like virgin belles at court, dis- 
dain coquet with it, and keep all 
their flakes for Shasta.

How still it is, with that great, un- 
mistakable scar of crater a mile anda 
half wide, telling where heil climbed 
up and vomited its blood and flame to- 
gether drunkenly for some momentary 
spasms of thousands of years! We 
have resolved that hell is not, but 
there is Shasta, and somewhere must
